Indian Liquor Latv. 

The bill to extend over ilio iHliind 
the proylsiODB ol the act relating to 
the aale'of spirits to Indians, now in 
force on tbo mainland, has, wo ob- 
aervOj passed a second reading, and 
been sent to a Committee of the 
Whole. Our telegram states that tbo 
bill met -witU strong opposition from 
Dr floimokon— and rightly, too. The 
mawkish sympathy expressed for the 
'wellare ot the red man and the in- 
effoolual moans adopted to lengthen 
the " lipaii ol' his existence," when ra^ 
pcatod in the laoo of liio utter fail- 
ure that lias atiendod all efforts to 
prevent him rus-liiiit; hradloii^ into 
vice ot every dcriuriptioii, appear bo 
supremely ridiculous, that wo wondLr 
sauo men can bo lound in a lj'.'f.'i.--la- 
fcura of tbo pio:icnt day to cast their 
votes in iavor of a measure to con- 
tinue the prescMit Indian Ijiquor Law. 
It is not attempted to bo denied by 
th<3 euppurloiM of tiio measure that, 
notwiibstanding tlio stringei t Ihwh 
framed and sever* penalties enforced, 
the native procures as much .stroiii,' 
drinlc as he can pay for. Tlie only 
effect ol tho Vancouver law luis l)ecn 
to detract from the quality, M-hile it 
does, nob in tho least diminisii tl..' 
quantity of the spirits supi'lii d 
savage. Tho more stringent tho law 
is made the more profitable tho busi- 
ness becomes to the whisky-vendor ; 
every bush is a " plant " for his vile 
compound, iind ovory canoe is con- 
verted into a common carrier " for 
transporting tho packages from place 
to place along tho coast. Here, in Van- 
couver Island, alter seven years' trial 
of a statute that inflicts a penalty ol 
8500 or twoj-eais' imprisonment, and, 
in addition, confi.'ieaics the goods and 
chattels of tho ol'.ondeih, 'vo boldly 
pronoiinco tlio atuinpt to siippress 
tho trallic an entiio lailure. The In- 
diana get mine liquor than they want 
to drin k, anil the ollicers of ilio law 
arc ])OW('i less to jirevoDt the nalo. The 
exisleiico of the law oiiablos a ^anj^ „t 
Vagabonds to make a livelihood by 
engaging in the illicit trallic. Thii^' 
gang, were the doors of liooiised 
liquor saloons thrown ojicn to Indiaiis 
as well as whiles, would find ihcir 
occupation gone and nothing left be- 
tween tliem and starvation but work. 
So lonrf as the law remains on our 
Statute-books, it is really an injury 
rather than a benefit to the class it is 
intended to protect; and when the 
statesmen at New Westminster have 
had a few months' longer trial of it, they 
'T7i>y beoooio oonvinccd of tbo lulilily 
of every attempt to keep liquor from 
one olasa of subjects while it permits 
its unrestricted ealo to every other 
olaas.
